(3) This bill takes effect September 15, 2003 (later starting date
to allow time for the department of licensing to adopt policies for the
operation of the pilot program).

(4) The pilot program expires July 1, 2006 (vs. the proposed
expiration date of 2005, allowing for the advisory committee to make
its report to the legislature by December 31, 2005, without leaving
apprentices in a state of uncertainty).
